Hall is a Town about 
30 miles S. W. of Wittenberg, and the 
river Saale is (we believe) a small branch 
of the Elbe.

We regret that these advices do not cx- 
tend to the 22d May; when the battle of 
Bautzen is said to have been fought. An 
extract from a Paris Paper of the 10th 
May, places the Russian and Prussian 
Armies in that neighbourhood, and is the 
latest intelligence we have received by this 
opportunity. ‘The result, however, of 
that engagement, appears to have been 
the advance of the French ouly a distance 
of 20 miles, so that although immense losses 
may probably have been suffered by each

Soro, December 5, 1813, 
_ On the afternoon of the 4th instant, the 
Honorable the Lieutenant Governaf, the 
Lady Governess and Suite, set out from 
Salatiga on their way to the Court of Soo. 
racarta ; they dined and slept at the Fort 
ef Boyolalie, which is situated 18 miles 
to the North East of Solo—on the follow. 
ing morning they re-commenced their 
journey, and proceeded through a beautie 
tul and highly cultivated country as far as 
Assum, where they were met by the Chief 
Civil and Military Aatherities of the Em- 
pire, deputed by the Soosoohonan to pre- 
sent his congratulations and “homage to 
the representative of the British Gavern« 
ment—the Assistant to the Resident was also 
present — [he guns belonging to the Lc- 
gion of Prince Prangwedono, with an 
Escort of 50 men of his Cavalry, attended 
by the Prince in person and Staff, receiv- 
ed tre Honorable the Lieutetant Gover- 
nor on his arrival at Assum with the usual 
Military honors anda salute of 19 guns. 
‘Phe whole party then formed in proces. 
sionand proceeded about three miles, which: 
brought them to the ancient city of Cartaa 
soora, where his Highncás the Emperor 
met and congratulated the Honorable the 
Lieutenant Governor and Lady Governess 
on their approach to the capital.

‘The basis 
of these conditions will be found in our 
last number, and afthough calculated to 
restrain (he ambitious views of Bonapurte 
in the North, we think it highty prebubfe 
that Austria will obfige Aïe' to accept vf 
them, and that he mast eventually return 
to France without any of those acditions 
to the empire, to gain which he has sa=

EAST INDIA QUESTION. 

Marquis Wellesley regrettet that he 
heil been prevented by indwpositton from 
attending tn his place, and giving an car- 
lier notice of his anteution to move for cer- 
tar: papers relating to the East India 
Compuiy's aftars. It had been uidez- 
steu, that it was intended to adopt a 
sinsuitaneous proceeds im both Houses 
on this subject, and a Commitiee had been 
appointed by (heir Loordships to examine 
Witssses. Phe reference toa select Com- 
nin ve he approved, though in that opin- 
ion ne migkt differ trom several very rese 
pecable persons : but when the Resolu- 
Uos s kad been laud on the table, he had 
sur „osed tut Münsiers would have taken 
tha* opportuuity of giving some preliuinime 
Fy vaputnation on a subject ot such vast 
importance. ‘Phis would have beeu very 
maä rial, torthe purpose of elucidating 
tlicts pun, aad enabling their Lordships 
to enter upon the examination of evidence 
wit: minds better prepared.

hig,.iy advantageous. 
solu: »ly necessary that some explanation 
shoiid be given; for many parts of. these 
Res sutions were by no means perspicu- 
oust worded. In many particulars they 
reqvê sed explanation; and they besides 
set SE with a Fundamental proposition, 
which, in his opinion, they were not cal= 
culated to carry into execution. It ap- 
peared lo him, that their tendency was to 
do the exact contrary ot (hat wiich the 

professed to be their own object. The 
basis of the Resolutions was, that the gov- 
ernment of the Company was to be admi- 
nistered and continued, with allits rights 
and privileges, or something to that ef- 
fect ; but when they came to the excep- 
lions, they found that these exceptions 
went to deprive the Company of all their 
political furctions, both at home and a- 
broad, by taking from them the means of 
carrying on these political functions ; and 
asto our traders and manufacturers, it ap- 
peared that there were restraints in regard 
to them, which would prove as destruc- 
tive to (hem as other parts of the proposi- 
tions would be the Company. He did 
not mean to go farther into the subject at 
that time, but he thought it highly desira- 
ble that there should be some previous dis- 


Ít was, indeed, ab- 


cussion, in order to point out the general them we were partly indebted for a ve 


bearing of the plan, amd to give the pro- 
per explanations as to the meaning of cer« 
tain very twportant parts of the Resolu- 
tions. How could their Lordships go 
properly prepared into the Committee, 
without some such light on the subject ? 
He therefore gave notice, that on Wed- 
nesdaäy next he would submit to the House 
a motion for papersto be laid first on the 
table, and then to be referred to the Com- 
mittee, and that he would take that oppor- 
tunity of giving his view of the: general 
nature of the subject. He would then re- 
quire from the Noble Lerds opposite, such 
explanations as the case seemed to him to 
demand ; and if bis apprehensions of the 
danger that would result from carrying 
some parts of this plan into execution 


_shoukl be erroncous, he should be extreme- 


ly glad to be relieved from that apprehen- 
sion. But with the view which he then 
had of the nature and tendency of these 
resolutions, he felt himself bound to call 
their Lordships attention to the subject, 
and therefore now moved that the Lords 
besummoned for Wednesday next, which 
was ordered accordingly. . 

Lord Liverpool hadt no objection to the 
proposition of the Noble Marquis. He 
agreed that this was one of the most ime 
portant subjects that had ever come before 
Parliament —that it involved the highest ine 
terest, political, mititary aud commerstal ; 
and was deserving of the most anxious at« 
tention of the Legislature. As the question 
was to be discussed on Wednesday, he 
would not enter inte it now, except so far 
as te say a few words in the course of the 
proceeding. His Lordship (hen resstated 
the course that had been taken, so far as it 
hat gone, and the reasons for it, which have 
been betore detailed. He was perfectly 
prepared to give the desired ex planations. 
Phere was no question to which he had 
devoted more time,—no question which he 
had studied more deeply, and none upon 
which he had more anxiously endeavour- 
ed to come te a sound and correct opinion. 
Ile bad made up his mind upon tw, but 
whether their Lordships would agree with 
him in Chet opinion, was another question 
to be hereafter determined. But it had 
appeared to Ministers, that as the House 
was to examine evidlence on the subject 
the discussion would come better when the 
wlivle case was betore them. ‘Fhis was the 
reason why no previous discussion had 
been originated by his Majesty's Ministers; 
but it was competent for any Lord of Pur- 
liament to bring the subject under discus- 
sion sand then, undoubtedly, it would be 
his duty, and that of his Colleagues, to 
give every explanation that could prepers 
ly be required, 

Marquis Wellesley said, that the Noble 
Lord's idea of waiting till the evidence 


‘was gene through, would have been well 


founded, if they had been examining 
evidence at large, without any particular 
plan before them: but they had now to 
examine evidence witha view to a partie 
cular plan, and it was therefore highly 
desirable that the nature and bearing ot the 
plan, and the meaning of its most impor- 
tant provisions, should be discussel, ex- 
plained, and distinetly understood. 

Lord Buckinghamshire said, that the 
course of proceeding seemed to hea little 
misunderstood. There were, in truth, no 
Resolutions for discussion before the 
House. They had only been presente, 
proforma, for thepurpose of being laid be- 
fore the Committee. 


INDIA-BUILT SHIPS. 


The Marquis Wellesley stated that he 
had a Petition in his hand, from certain 
merchants in London, and Merchants re- 
siding in India, owners of India-built ships, 
praying that they might not be deprived 
of the advantage of having a British ree 
gistry for these ships. Of this advantage 
they were apprehensive of being depriv- 
ed, under the ih Resolution; aud it was 
fitting that an ex planation should be given, 
and that-their-minds should be set at rest 
on the subject without delay. These ships 
were of the highest importance to the 
State, both for trade and for political purpo- 


ses. Without their aid, several publie ope- 


rations of the highest consequence could 
not have been successfully carried on. 'T'o 


















ùnportant success in tlre Mysore. With 
their assistance the troops could not ha 
been conveyed trom India to Euypt, 

support (he operations carried on by t 
great and distinguished character w 
commanded our forces in that expeditio 
Without their assistance our enterpri 
coukd not have been successfully prosec 

ed against the istesof France andBourbo 
Way should they, then, bedeprived of: 
British registry? Why should not Ind 
be considered as a partof the Briti 
empire, soas to entitle India ships to t 
sume privileges? Nothing could be mo 
tontrary to sound views of political ec 
nomy than the depressien of one i 
terest in orderto give an undue advanta 
to another. The Noble Marquis also co 
tende, that nothing could be more i 
politie than to deprive ourselves of tl 
advantages that might be derived from tl 
encouragement of Euda-built shbippin 
witkk a view to our naval power, Whe 
those nations wliose naval power had bee 
depressed, should have had time to recover 
the utility of India shipping would ther 

be felt. Whilenavalestablishments which 
had been depressed might recover, while 
other naval powers had been rising in 4 
most extraordinary and unexpected way; 
was it prudent for this country to foregd 
the advantages which, in a naval point 0 

view, India was so well calculated toafford! 
Me was also desired by the petittoners t@ 
state, that they were perfectly willing, in 
time of peace, to navigate these ships’ with 
Britsh seamen, according to the Naviga- 
tion Laws, if they were permitted to em- 
ploy Lascars in the time of war. In time 
of peace it was cheaper for them to navie 
gate their vessels by British seamen. He 
concluded by presenting the petition, 
which was read, and laid on the table. 

A petitien was also presented from cere 
tain persons connected with ship-building 
in the port of London, in favour of the 
Company’s monopoly, which was laid on 
the. table. 

Lord Grenville stated, that he concurred 
with his Nobie Friend in the opinion, 
that some explanation was necessary. He 
certainly was unable to understand some 
parts ot the Resolutions. When his Noe 
ble Friend, with at: his ingenygity and 
local knowledge, had felt this difficulty, 
he need not be asùamed to cantess, that be 
had been unable to understand them But 
the general object of them he conceived to 
be this‚—=to open the trade to India to 
British enterprize, and British capitat, in 
the way of tair competition. The trade 
to Chtuit was still to be confined to the Com« 
prny. Whether that was proper or not, 
would be the subject of future discussion. 
Bat he was decidedly of opinion, that the 
time was come for opening the trade to Ina 
dia. Of thathe had no donbt, All the 
arguments for the old system had proceeds 
ed upon the idea of its being temporary. 
They hadt always been improving upon it; 
—and, unquestionably, ought to improve 
upon il very considerabiy at this time. 
fe only question was, whether this was 
the proper way; and upon that head he 
had very great doubt. The restraints ine 


tended to be imposed upon the private: 


traders were such, that he doubted whe. 
ter they could beneficially engage in the 
trade, Îfe was apprehensive 
lights were to be held out to them,—he 
dicl not mean intentionally, —and that the 
result would be failure. He wasapprehen. 
sive of the prejudice that might be created 
by this circumstance. It ïnight be ‘then 
said, that the experiment had been tried 


and had failed ; when, in truth, it had not - 


been fairly tried. In regard tothe petition 


which had been presented in behalf of the 


owners of India built Suips, he completen 
ly concurred with his Nobie Friend, that 
nothing could be more impohtic, than 
that petty spirit of monopoly which de= 
pressed one interest for the sake of raising 
anether. He added, 
could be more impolitic, or even more 
immoral, than to govern a nation like In= 


dia, upon a plan of depriving that country : 


of. its proper advantages. Bat as there 


would be an opportunity of discussing. the
